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Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  my  report  for  the  year  1964. 

The  population  continues  to  steadily  increase  and  is  now  7,500. 

The  birth  rate  (16.9)  is  lower  than  last  year  (17.7)  and  lower  than 
for  England  and  Wales  (18.4). 

The  death  rate  (10.6)  is  lower  than  1963  (12.4)  and  lower  than 
that  for  England  and  Wales  (11.3). 

The  death  rate  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  is  7.5  and 
less  than  that  for  England  and  Wales  (20.0). 

I  have  to  record  again  that  the  chief  causes  of  death  were  from 
diseases  associated  with  elderly  people. 

During  the  year  130  new  houses  were  completed,  29  by  the  local 
authority  and  101  by  private  enterprise,  making  a  total  of  1,057 
houses  completed  in  the  post-war  period,  of  which  553  were  con¬ 
structed  by  the  local  authority. 

Implementation  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  1958  has 
proceeded  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

During  the  year  124  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified  of 
which  113  were  Measles,  and  11  Scarlet  Fever. 

During  the  year  no  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified.  8 
cases  were  removed  from  the  Register  but  none  for  death. 
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I  am  pleased  to  say  that  the  number  of  children  receiving 
primary  immunisation  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and 
tetanus,  still  remains  high. 

1  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  Dr.  Mair,  of  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  and  the  Public  Health  Department  of  the  County 
Council  for  their  willing  help  and  co-operation. 

Finally,  I  wish  to  thank  Mr.  R.  B.  Jones,  Public  Health  Inspector 
and  Surveyor,  for  his  invaluable  assistance  during  the  year  and  you.

General  Provision  of  Health  Services  for  the  Area 

HOSPITALS 

All  hospitals  except  some  private  maternity  and  nursing  homes 
are  under  the  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board.  The  County 
Homes  for  the  aged  and  infirm  people  are  under  the  County  Council, 
but  when  they  take  ill  are  the  responsiblity  of  the  Hospital  Board. 

TREATMENT  CENTRES  AND  CLINICS 

The  infant  Welfare  Centre  is  held  at  St.  Winefride’s  Parish 
Hall  every  second  and  fourth  Wednesday  afternoon  under  the 
County  Council. 

The  tuberculosis  Clinic  is  held  at  Loughborough  General 
Hospital  and  is  under  the  Hospital  Board. 

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES 

The  Ambulance  Service  throughout  Leicestershire  is  provided 
by  the  County  Council  from  eight  ambulance  stations.  The  whole 
fleet  is  equipped  with  two-way  radio  communication  and  all  Ambul¬ 
ance  movements  are  controlled  from  the  ambulance  headquarters  in 
Leicester. 

Each  two-stretcher  ambulance  is  equipped  to  administer 
oxygen  if  required,  and  a  Brook  Airway  is  carried  to  facilitate  direct 
artificial  respiration.  In  addition  a  Minuteman  and/or  Nerox 
Resuscitator  is  available  at  each  ambulance  station,  and  is  taken  out 
on  ambulances  dealing  with  calls  where  it  may  be  required. 
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Colliery  accidents  are  removed  by  ambulances  provided  by  the 
National  Coal  Board  stationed  at  Nailstone  Colliery  and  Moira. 

NURSING  IN  THE  HOME 

All  District  Nursing  and  Midwifery  in  the  home  is  carried  out 
under  the  County  Council. 

HEALTH  VISITING 

The  work  is  very  efficiently  carried  out  under  the  County  Council. 
A  Diabetic  Health  Visitor  attends  the  Diabetic  Clinic  at  Leicester 
Royal  Infirmary,  and  visits  the  patients  in  their  homes  on  request. 

LABORATORY  FACILITIES 

This  work  is  carried  out  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
Isolation  Hospital,  Groby  Road,  Leicester.

During  the  year  only  one  case  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  was 
notified,  the  diagnosis  was  not  confirmed,  subsequently  one  other  case 
was  restored  to  the  Register.  So  no  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were 
added  to  the  Register  during  the  year.
